organized rebellion against the practice, merchants are im- 
posed''upon through'advertising schemes designed'to extract 
money^from their iil^for little or no return. In numerous 
cities^stepsliave'beeitoen- in'recent -years to suppress this 
nuisance—to'c'all it bffno-<harsher name—and-where, this has 
not'.been.done|the'merchants are'.waking upjo .the fact that it

which-has>a very live board of trade and an Advertisers' Pro- 
tective jAss.ocia.tion composed of members of .the board.

city.is'.being, canvassed by.young women for the sale of : tickets 
to a "benefit concert," and, as usual in such cases, there is an 
attempt-to make the merchants feel that it is very small of 
them not to buy. In other wDrds, it is a genteel holdup. In- 
vestigation shows that in the past a comparatively small par 
of moneys raised in such ways went to the "causes" undei 
whose names the collectors operated, the major part going into 
the pockets of the collection forces. The board of trade in the 
city referred to'feels that the time has come to call a halt, and 
as a result the "benefit concert" will not be as beneficial to it- 
promoters as was anticipated. 


'there was a time when it was considered a great scheme (< 


get'out programs for entertainments to be given by differen 
organizations and "invite" the merchants to advertise in them 
this being done in suclva'way that few had the courage to re 
fuse until .united action was suggested, and then the evil quick 
ly disappeared-from cities where such action was taken. Sine 
that time the movement for self-protection has spread mil 
the number of communities in which "stand and deliver" ad- 
vertising schemes can be worked is much smaller than for- 
merly. Regular advertising is one of the fixed charges on the 
up-to-date merchant, who long ago learned that the advertising 
which'yields returns is that placed in the newspapers. Live 
business men are always ready to further any good cause in 
their towns,' but they danql like to be buncoed by means of 
worthless advertising, and'it is well that they are taking a 
stand against a form of enterprise that is little less than out- 
right imposition. These cheap advertising schemes should be 
discouraged, and none, can discourage them so effectually as 
the merchants when they stand shoulder to shoulder.
